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EDDC BUDGET 
CUTS WORRY

RESIDENTS in Honiton could be set to lose out as 
East Devon District Council (EDDC) announces 
proposed cuts to its budget. 

In a document seen by Pulman’s View, EDDC is 
proposing to slash the amount of money it spends on 
services in Honiton and across the rest of east Devon. 

This will include cuts in street cleansing, toilet cleansing 
and grounds maintenance. 

The cuts could also mean that there would be reduced 
support for Honiton’s Glen Regeneration Project. 

As part of its consultation process the district council has 
carried out an online survey that asked residents for their 
views about the proposed cuts. 

A spokesman for EDDC said: “We asked residents what 
they thought about the proposed changes to EDDC’s 
budget in 2010/2011. A questionnaire detailing the 
possible budgetary changes was designed and placed on 
the council’s website. 

“153 residents completed the questionnaire. A list of 14 
options were given to respondents and they were asked to 
select the three options that they most agreed with, and the 
three options they most disagreed with. 

“The results were presented to elected members at a 
service planning and budget task and finish forum on 
Monday, January 18th, for their consideration.” 

According to the figures posted on the district councils 
website 41 per cent of people who took part in the survey 
agreed with EDDC stopping the supply of flower displays, 
flower beds and plant containers and 18 per cent of 
residents agreed with increasing the standard car park 
charge at district council owned car parks by lOp. 

However, the figures also showed strong opposition to 
the plans to reduce street cleaning in the summer months 
and stopping grants to the Citizens Advice Bureau. 

Honiton Town Council was due to discuss the 
implications of the budget cuts at a policy meeting as this 
newspaper went to press yesterday.

EDDC say the partnership will enable the 
company to continue its investment in 
community activities and that they will 
provide Otter Rotters with long term support 
to provide additional employment, training 
and volunteer opportunities. 

David Cox, EDDC portfolio holder for 
StreetScene, said: “This partnership makes 
both environmental and economic sense. It 
will enable Otter Rotters to provide 
employment for local people, as well as 
fulfilling our commitment to a more 
environmentally sustainable way of life. 

“I hope, if this extended scheme proves as 
popular as I think it will, that we will be able 
to roll-out the service to all parts of east 
Devon. 

Mandy Jennings, of Otter Rotters, added: 


“I am delighted that EDDC has recognised 
and shown its support for this successful 
community enterprise. 

“The scheme recognises that garden waste 
is a valuable commodity that should not end 
up in landfill sites and redirects it back to be 
used for growing local produce and 
providing opportunities for horticultural 
activities. 

“I know our colleagues at EDDC are 
committed to supporting local community 
action initiatives and, by diverting organic 
materials from landfill, we can go some way 
to alleviating the problem of pressure on 
landfill sites.”

‘Tax refund’ 
calls bogus 

ALERT residents have told East 
Devon District Council (EDDC) 
about bogus phone callers 
offering a council tax refund. 

A number of people have been 
phoned by people claiming to work 
for the council who were asking for 
bank card details. 

An EDDC spokesperson explained: 
“EDDC has been approached by a 
number of residents who have been 
targeted, initially by a man with a 
foreign accent, followed up by a call 
from a lady with an English accent. 

“In all cases, the callers claimed to 
be from the council, saying that the 
resident may be eligible for a council 
tax refund. 

“The bogus callers appear to know 
the name and address of the victims’ 
banks, and they ask for their three- 
digit credit card security code 
number before explaining they 
would be sent a form to complete, to 
process the claim. 

“All the residents who have 
contacted the council became 
suspicious and ended the call without 
divulging the security number.” 

Councillor Andrew Moulding, 
EDDC Portfolio Holder Resources, 
added: “If you are contacted by 
someone that you are unsure about, 
please don’t be tricked under any 
circumstances. 

“Officers at EDDC do telephone 
customers, but would never ask them 
for a credit card security number 
over the telephone. If you are in any 
doubt, finish the call straight away.” 

The council is asking all residents 
to be vigilant and not to divulge 
private information. Residents are 
urged to report any suspect calls to 
EDDC Revenues Manager Libby 
Jarrett on 01395 517 446 or by e- 
mailing revenues@eastdevon.gov.uk.

YOUNGSTERS in Seaton are 
being encouraged to attend a 
town meeting in Seaton Town 
Hall on Saturday, January 30th. 

The meeting will discuss options for 
a youth centre in the town including 
the possibility of using the former 
Winstons pub as a community and 
youth centre. 

Sandra Semple, chairman of Seaton 
Town Council, said: “At the town 
meeting to consider the former 
Winstons pub as a community and 
youth centre we would particularly 
like to see young people attending. 

“May I make it clear that the request 
to consider the pub came from 
members of the public and not from 
town councillors.” 

Mrs Semple added that the town 
council has already been given the 
Elizabeth Road playing fields by East 
Devon District Council to use for 
children and young people’s projects. 

She said: “If, after a town meeting, 
people were shown to prefer 
Winstons to the playing fields area 
then we might be able to consider it, 
but it would then require a full 
structural survey and consultation 
with Devon County Council who 
have responsibility for providing 
youth workers and who would not 
provide them if they considered the 


building unsatisfactory.” 

The town mayor also said that 
Seaton Town Council only has 
enough money in the pot to finance 
one project and that Winstons is due 
to come up for auction at the end of 
February. 

She said: “Seaton Town Council has 
finance for only one project and it 
may be that, given the amount of time 
needed to put finances and project 
planning in position, even if Winstons 
did emerge as the first choice, it could 
well be sold before we can even 
consider it, as we gather that it may 
be coming up for auction in late 
February. 

“There is no foregone conclusion, 
and I stress that town councillors did 
not take the lead on this and they have 
given no views on it so far, it is 
simply a request from members of the 
public. 

“A section of the community 
responded to wild and unfounded 
rumours about the last property 
considered by the town council. We 
do not want to see this happening 
again. Our young people must have 
something, somewhere, and we must 
make a decision about where to locate 
a building for them as soon as we can 
— with their input as well as that of 
the adult community.”

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Drop in town’s 
crime for 2009, 
police report

CRIME in Honiton is down by 
almost 11 per cent according to 
figures released by the town’s 
police force. 

The figures show that a 10.9 per 
cent drop was recorded in Honiton 
last year compared to 2008. 

Overall in 2009 there was a 37 per 
cent drop in vehicle crime, a 46 per 
cent drop in burglaries, a three per 
cent drop in violent crime and a 1.5 
per cent drop in criminal damage 
offences. 

However, the results did show a 44 
per cent increase in drug offences. 


Sergeant Martin Burrow, of Honiton 
police, said he was pleased with the 
results and added that the increase in 
drug offences could be down to the 
fact that Honiton police are 
repeatedly targetting known drug 
users. 

Speaking to this newspaper 
Sergeant Burrow said: “These are a 
tremendous set of figures for Honiton 
and show the hard work and 
commitment provided by your local 
police. This has been by both 
responding to issues as they arise and 
by working proactively to target 
known offenders to reduce 
reoffending. 

“As we know a lot of crime is 
generated by those addicted to drugs 


in order for them to fund their habit, 
however, by ensuring we robustly and 
proactively police these people and 
those who supply them we reduce the 
associated crime such as burglaries 
and vehicle crime. 

“It is therefore reassuring for me to 
see an increase of 44 per cent in drug 
offences. Honiton does not have a 
large drug problem when compared to 
other similar sized towns however, 
there is a very small minority of 
people who use drugs within the 
town. 

“A 44 per cent increase shows that 
we are repeatedly targeting these 
people which along with our other 
initiatives produce the other 
reductions in crime.”

DEVON County Council is 
setting up an emergency 
inspection regime to identify and 
repair potholes caused by the 
recent freezing temperatures. 

The council will have special teams 
from its contractor SWH looking for 
potholes and defects on as much of 
Devon’s 8,000 mile road network as 
possible. 

They will complete an emergency 
intermediate repair to potholes as they 
find them over the next few weeks, 
starting with the busier main roads. 

As the big freeze was so prolonged. 


it is expected that the estimated repair 
bill will exceed that of last year, 
which was around £11 million over 
and above that of a normal winter. 

In sub-zero temperatures, road 
surfaces become brittle which can 
result in cracking or existing cracks 
can worsen, chippings can loosen and 
potholes are formed. 

Councillor Stuart Hughes, Devon 
County Council Cabinet Member for 
Highways and Transportation, said: 
“This has been the harshest winter for 
30 years and as the snow and ice 
disappears, we are seeing potholes 


forming on our roads which are going 
to be a problem. 

“We will now be starting a rapid 
response programme to get to grips 
with the potholes caused by this latest 
bout of snow, ice and freezing 
temperatures. 

“We won’t be able to get to every 
defect straight away because of the 
sheer size of our network, so we still 
need people to be our eyes and ears.”

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Chalet bid goes on 

A PLANNING issue dating back to 2005 will go 
on for a little longer after East Devon District 
Council’s Development Management Committee 
deferred the agenda item involving holiday 
chalets in Otter Valley Park, Honiton. 

More than 20 enforcement notices were issued in 
2005 to permanent residents of the chalets who were in 
breach of a planning condition allowing only holiday 
use.

EDDC department the go-ahead for enforcement action 
after June 30th regarding breach of enforcement 
notices. 

The matter was deferred, however, but EDDC has 
previously stated that any successful civil action by the 
residents would merely provide them with more 
resources to seek alternative accommodation.

A HEMYOCK resident has moved quickly to send 
urgent items out to Haiti following the devastating 
earthquake that hit the country. 

Roger Lambert is the area Shelterbox organiser and 
recently attended Hemyock market and Hemyock Baptist 
Church to drum up support for the Shelterbox appeal.

A rare smew 
spotted after 
bad weatber 


NOT surprisingly, the cold spell brought into the 
area large numbers of refugee birds trying to 
escape the bitter weather and find food. 

Large numbers of redwings and fieldfares have been 
seen while several thousand skylarks and large flocks of 
lapwings were observed heading down the Axe Valley 
and southwards. A rare female smew was spotted off 
Seaton Hole, and also seen at sea were an eider and a 
velvet scoter, while a small party of brent geese were 
noted on the river. 

The prize sighting, however, was a bittern at 
Blackhole Marsh and photographed by Steve Waite. 
Incredibly difficult to spot due to its camouflaged 
plumage, the bird did sit in a field and then perched in 
a hedge for an hour on January 9th along the Colyford 
road. 

Lour ruffs were also seen on Colyford Marsh and, as 
expected, woodcock and snipe moved west, trying to 
escape the freezing conditions and find soft feeding. 
Lastly, a red kite was seen flying west over Seaton Bay 
before circling over Beer Head. I suspect that as their 
numbers continue to increase kites will be seen more 
frequently as they expand their range. 

On the home front my feeders have been surprisingly 
neglected of late, other than small charms of 
goldfinches and a few blue and great tits. There have 
been very few sparrows, but the resident robins seem to 
be thriving on the meal worms under the tables. 

Lortunately, the cold spell was over before wild birds 
were too seriously affected. However, had it continued 
for another week or so I think we would have then seen 
dire problems. Let’s hope that the threat of further snow 
and cold weather does not materialise. 

Have you seen any kestrels recently? Whilst there has 
been a steady increase in the populations of most birds- 
of-prey, kestrels seem to be in decline. 

There was a time, not so long ago, when one would be 
almost certain to spot one or two hovering over main 
road verges, seeking mice, voles or insects, but now 
such a sighting is increasingly rare. 

I noticed a letter in a sporting magazine recently in 
which a reader, from west Cornwall, described seeing a 
hovering kestrel attacked by a peregrine. The larger 
falcon made two stoops, but each time the kestrel 
managed to take evasive action and, eventually, the 
peregrine departed for easier prey. One wonders 
whether peregrines have, in fact, made some inroad on 
the kestrel population? 

On a more cheerful note, volunteers coming forward 
to assist with conservation work at Bridport’s local 
nature reserve are being offered a free tree for their 
help. The Dorset Wildlife Trust and Dorset Countryside 
Rangers need help with the Jellyfields Nature Reserve 
on Lebruary 4th. 

The day has been designed to give volunteers an idea 
of what conservation work entails and will take place in 
the reserve’s wet woods which are a haven for wildlife. 
Not only will you be given a tree but also a bowl of 
warming soup. How can you resist? If you’d like to join 
the party head out of Bridport on the A3 5 to Dorchester 
and turn right into Walditch Lane after the Texaco 
garage, then left into Lower Walditch Lane and the site 
is on your right. Lurther details from Emily Brown on 
01305 321329. 

I have just learnt that the East Devon AONB team are 
holding another tour of the Beer Quarry caves to spot 
hibernating bats. This will take place on March 9th and 
I hope to be able to join the team and other visitors. I 
understand that such was the interest in the first tour last 
November that this second visit is already fully booked. 
However, I will let you know how we get on in due 
course.

Peter Pan pantomime promises pleasure 


A WEEK ago the Bishop of 
Crediton came to Colyton parish 
church to commission the 
Colyton Benefice Mission 
Community, comprising the 
churches at Branscombe, 
Colyton, Colyford, Musbury and 
Southleigh. 

This is only the second Mission 
Community to be so commissioned 
in Honiton Deanery, which comprise 
some 36 churches. Kilmington 
Benefice, now forming the Live Alive 
Mission Community took first place. 
Now we expect others to follow as 
they complete their plans. 

The Diocese of Exeter has asked all 
local congregations to pool their 
resources, especially of people so 
that God’s work here may become 
more effective. People and the task 
of the churches will benefit from 
working closer together. It allows 
greater sharing of all resources, skills 
and talents and gives mutual support. 

Greater reliance will be placed on 
the lay members of the churches in 
these plans and this is important 
when we remember that one vicar or 
rector may now have four or five 
churches. 

Honiton Parish has a visit from the 
Bishop of Crediton in Lebruary when 
he will be there for a confirmation 
service on Sunday, Lebruary 14th. 
Some of those to be confirmed come 
from other churches including three 
of a family who regularly worship at 
Colyton. Earlier on the same day 
Bishop Bob will be making a visit for 
morning worship to Southleigh 
church. 

Unfortunately the completion of the 
work on the restoration of the great 
west window at Colyton could not be 
finished in time for the Bishops’ 


recent visit owing to poor weather 
and sickness. It is now hoped that the 
blessing of the window will be on 
Saturday, August 1st at the end of the 
flower festival there. 

January also brings a new 
beginning for St Paul’s Church, 
Honiton, as it will shortly take back 
the Mackarness Hall, adjacent to the 
parish church, from East Devon 
District Council after 25 years. The 
hall is closed until Lebruary 12th to 
allow essential repairs and 
decorations to take place. Luture 
bookings for the hall may be made by 
telephoning the parish office on 
01404 44035. 

The Mackarness Hall has an 
interesting history. Lor a time it was 
part of the Allhallows School plant 
and it was used as a school assembly 
hall. 

Another nearby building which was 
part of the same school was the 
present Allhallows Museum which 
served as the school chapel for many 
years. The chapel furniture from 
Honiton went with the school to 
Rousdon but the altar and War 
Memorials have now returned to 
Honiton, being installed in the south 
aisle of St Michael’s Church. 

Members of Allhallows School 
hold a service at St Michaels Church 
near to All Saints Day. The next 
service Saturday, November 6th at 
2.30pm. 

Many local churches have arranged 
special collections for relief work 
following the Haiti earthquake. One 
special event still to come will be at 
St Andrews Colyton at 11am on 
Sunday, January 31st when young 
members of the choir will offer a 
short concert of instrumental and 
vocal items — in aid of earthquake 



relief. 

Advice has been received from the 
Church of England National 
Stewardship Officer, Dr John Preston 
to review its investments to make 
sure it is not missing out on better 
returns. Many parishes have reserves 
in the CCLA Church of England 
Deposit Lund, which has fallen in 
value in recent years. A guide with 
advice on investments that are not 
equity linked is at 
www.parishresources.org.uk/reserve. 

There is concern this week among 
those hoping for a decision regarding 
the consecration of women bishops in 
the Church of England. It is reported 
that the Committee of the General 
Synod failed to make 
recommendations for the 
forthcoming General Synod. So the 
topic will not reach Synod agenda 
until July. 

A combined community and church 
effort is recorded from east Devon, 
where local initiative has resulted in 
the closed village inn at Yarcombe to 
be reopened with volunteers 
including the local Vicar, The Revd 
Alistair McCollum, who takes his 
turn behind the bar. This sole village 
pub dates back to the ninth century 
and was later owned by Sir Lrancis 
Drake. 

Axminster churches have just 
taken part in an annual national 
initiative the Week of Prayer for 
Christian Unity. Every noon in the 
week at a different venue each 
congregation takes it in turn to host a 
30 minute time of worship, prayer 
and reflection. The week is a 
springboard for the initiatives which 
take place throughout the year when 
the churches look to live up to the 
name Axminster Churches Together.

The Manor 
House always encourages residents to be¬ 
come involved in local events such as exhibi¬ 
tions at the town hall, sea front fetes and the 
carnival. They also have a visiting library serv¬ 
ice. 

It is The Manor House’s policy to provide 
fresh high quality food from local providers and 
they cater for special diets such as vegetarian 
or diabetic etc.

Carsite’s ten ways to stop 
losing money from your car 



UNUSUAL body colours, messy interi¬ 
ors, short MOTs, missing paperwork or 
scratched alloy wheels are just some 
of the ways drivers are losing hun¬ 
dreds of pounds off the resale value of 
their cars. 

Online used car retailer, Carsite.co.uk, 
conducted a study into what factors make 
big impacts on the value of a used car, 
and has put together some advice to help 
drivers achieve the best trade-in price for 
their motoring pride and joy. 

One of the biggest mistakes drivers can 
make when buying a car is the colour. Un¬ 
usual colours such as yellow, orange or 
pink are considered much more undesir¬ 
able than silver, black or grey. On a small 
to medium car, the wrong shade can 
make it £200-£500 less appealing to re¬ 
tailers and buyers. A nearly new executive 
model could be worth up to £1000 less if 
the colour is expected to deter cus¬ 
tomers. 

Wear and tear also have a major impact 
on a car’s retained value with the quality 
of the interior often a good reflection on 
how well a car has been looked after. 
Badly scratched or tarnished alloy wheels 
can take £50-100 per alloy off the car’s 
value, whilst cracked or chipped wind¬ 
screens could shave off another £250- 


300. Bad dents and scratches can cause 
a £200-300 drop in value per bumper or 
panel. Interiors that have been damaged 
by pets or children can also wipe hun¬ 
dreds off the resale price. A dog-chewed 
interior on a car recently sent to auction 
was the main reason for the vehicle 
achieving £500 under its book value. 

The general cleanliness of a car can 
also be a good way of achieving a better 
offer for your car at trade in. Retailers see 
litter, grime and dust as indicators of a 
poorly maintained car so a thorough valet 
could make the difference of £300-400 in 
a dealer’s offer. 

Along with colour choice, choosing the 
right specifications during the buying 
process can make a significant impact on 
a car’s retained value. Some larger exec¬ 
utive models, for example, are more in 
demand fitted with automatic transmis¬ 
sions with manual versions sometimes 
achieving £1500 less at resale. A leather 
trimmed Audi, BMW or Mercedes could 
also be worth £1000 more than the same 
model with cloth trim. 

An up-to-date service book and vehicle 
history is also vital to getting your car ac¬ 
cepted by a retailer. If the dealer thinks 
the car might not have been correctly 
serviced they could refuse to take the car 


or offer £300-400 less for it. A long MOT 
certificate is another good way to in¬ 
crease buyer confidence - a car with only 
a few weeks left on the MOT could be 
worth £200-300 less to a retailer. 

“A well maintained car is the best way to 
get a good resell valuation and fill your 
buyer with confidence,” explains Alistair 
Jeff of Carsite.co.uk. “Keeping your car 
clean with an up-to-date service book 
and selling with a long MOT are simple, 
but rewarding steps to achieving this.”

Rugby round-up

I, ALONG with, I suspect, many rugby followers, took a 
moment last week to mourn the passing of Bill Maclaren, rugby 
commentator par excellence; and realised that I tended to use 
one or two of his phrases on occasion. I remember called some¬ 
one a “demented ferret” the other day. He (Bill) gave much to 
the game and thousands will remember his commentary with 
great affection. 

On Saturday I ventured over to Dorchester to watch the home 
side come from behind to beat visitors Tadley 26-22, scoring a 
converted try in the final minute to do so. 

HONITON 19pts BODMIN 12pts 

BOTH sides were probably something below their best for this 
national vase competition, neither having played much rugby 
during the last few weeks. 

The Home side were asked to play down the slope at 
Allhallows during the first-half and, although they imposed 
quite a bit of pressure, had no scores to show for it during the 
first quarter.

AFTER being clobbered 6-0 by 
Division One leaders Seaton Town 
less than two months ago, Heavitree 
Social Utd returned the compliment in 
style with a stunning 7-1 victory at 
Wingfield Park.

Darren Osmond 
and an own goal gave thors the points, 
but Heavitree's day was marred by a 
sending off. 

It finished 1-1 between Feniton and 
Wellington Town. Ollie Nott gave the 
Somerset club an early lead but Jamie 
Easterbrook levelled from close 
range.

SEATON went into this game without 
Ollie Morgan, Miles Alphonse and- 
both Joe Byme and Josh French were 
unavailable as they were playing for 
Devon Under 18s, that said Seaton 
had enough quality on the team sheet 
to stretch their unbeaten run. 

The Greens started well passing the 
ball with real intent and looking in 
complete control, then disaster struck 
after 10 minutes, 17-year-old left- 
back Fellingham gave away a needles 
foul 25-yards out wide left, Richard 
Phillips curled a powerful shot over 
the wall that flew passed the dispair- 
ing dive of keeper Perham at the near 
post, it was a tremendous strike but 
the big keeper will be disappointed to 
have been beaten from that angle and 
distance.

Seaton came out in the second-half 
knowing that if they scored early and 
started playing as they have done in 
previous matches, they could stage a 
comeback, however that was quashed 
as the Heavies scored a forth that 
killed the game off. Seaton did man¬ 
age to score a consolation goal 
through 18yr Old Wyatt who was the 
one bright hope for Seaton.

Charlie, nephew of Axminster darts expo¬ 
nents Emma and Tony Young and Grandson 
of local bowlers Brian and Jan Parsons 
explained: “Boys from Wales, Devon, 
Cornwall Somerset, Dorset, Hampshire, 
Wiltshire, Berkshire, Oxfordshire, 
Gloucestershire and Buckinghamshire were 
selected by their counties to attend trials. The 
squad of 16 has just been announced and I 
am delighted to be part of it. 

“This is an official tour fully endorsed and 
supported by the England and Wales Cricket 
Board and by the English Schools’ Cricket 
Association. 

“During the tour, which runs from 
Tuesday, March 30th and returns on 
Thursday, April 15 th we will play cricket in 
Barbados, Trinidad & Tobago and Guyana. 

The tour includes nine matches and is 
designed to give us an insight into the life of 
a professional sportsman. 

“As well as representing our country on the 
field, we will also be attending an evening 
reception by invitation of Paul Brummell, 
the British High Commissioner in Barbados. 

“The total cost of the tour for the players 
and officials will be approximately £45,000. 
We have already received a major sponsor¬ 
ship contribution of £5,000 and the officials 
are working to raise another £8,000. The bal¬ 
ance has to be raised by the players and their 
families, who are asked to contribute at least 
£1,900 towards the costs. 

“A tour brochure will be produced with a 
print run of 2,000 copies which will be dis¬ 
tributed in England and the West Indies. 
There is advertising space available for any 
local sponsors. 

“So far my Somerset team mate Ali Easton, 
who has also been selected, and I have 
received a signed cricket bat from Ex- 
England player Marcus Trescothick which 
we will auction and a donation from M.J. 
Baker who sponsor the Somerset County 1st 
XI. My seven-year-old cousin Tabitha is rais¬ 
ing money for me by selling pictures she has 


painted. 

We plan to do a car-wash event in the staff 
car-parks at Yeovil District Hospital where 
my mum works and will be writing personal¬ 
ly to key people both locally and nationally. 

“I am very keen to raise some money by 
doing things that directly benefit my com¬ 
munity. A previous member of the tour did a 
litter pick-up around his village and asked 
for donations. If anyone has any ideas on 
how I could help, please get in contact. 

“I am well aware of how tight money is for 
everyone at present and I realise how lucky I 
am to be given this opportunity. I would like 
to feel that I have earned it both on and off 
the field. 

“I do realize how very lucky I have been so 
far. My family work very hard to keep me at 
Millfield School and give me the opportuni¬ 
ties that I am currently enjoying. I am how¬ 
ever very aware that there a lot of others who 
are less fortunate. 

“During our tour to the West Indies we 
visit Guyana which is a third world country 
where poverty is high. During our tour some 
of the local school children will come and 
meet us to experience talking to children 
from other countries. 

“The boys we will be playing cricket 
against will have natural talent that they have 
developed despite often not having the luxu¬ 
ry of owning their own cricket gear. 

“We are encouraged to take any kit equip¬ 
ment that we have grown out of, or can 
acquire, to donate to the children and cricket 
clubs of Guyana. I am very keen to do this. I 
have several items of my own which I will be 
taking. If anyone has any cricket gear that 
they would like to donate I would be very 
grateful. 

“I also intend to spend a percentage of the 
monies I raise to buy some new items to take 
out. Visiting a third world country will be a 
new experience for me—and I imagine a 
very humbling one.
